It is very hard indeed to convicoe 
the people generally of the import- 
ance of these things. Some men wiU 
not be convinced with any argument 
short of thunder and liglitaninr. I 
knew a man about the time telephones 
became common in this country, who 
denied that voioes eonld be distin- 
guished one from another over the 
telephone. The man to whom he wafc 
talking, knowio; that the man liad 
been separated from his wife, asked, 
where is your wife? He answered; 
Let me call her to the phono and yoa 
talk to her, and see if you know her 
voice. All right, said the man. The 
wodtaa was called and she came to 
the phone. The doubter went tremb- 
ling to tlie phone, took down the re- 
ceiver, and aid: "Hello, SaUy." 
There was a cloud arising in the 
West, and Just at that moment a ter- 
ri 19c crash of thunder and dazzling 
streaks of forked lightning came In on 
the wire, tore the box from the wall, 
knocked the old man down> He rolled 
over on the ground a few times, tlien 
raised his head, looked up at the oth< 
er man, and said: "That's Sal, I know 
her voice,"' He was convinced, but ;t 
took a double dose of thunder and 
lightning to do it. Others might be 
convinced in the same way. 

Another thing that is important, is 
for our house builders to build the 
houaato anlt the nu ruber of ciiiklren 
inttw distriet, so that each child 
ooQld have 250 feet of breathing space. 
That is what the law requires, but 
some jf our houses are too small. I 
visited a school two days ago, where 
there were 48 childreu in attendance, 
and the house only large enough for 
forty. In cases of this kind there is 
alwa3s danejer of a repetition cf the 
tragedy of the black hole of Calcutta, 
where 132 English soMieis were con- 
fined in a room only IS feet square, 
with only one window 18 inches square. 
They remained in there for one night 
and when taken out the next morning 
only 16 were living, and they were 
more dead tliaa alive. I have no idea 
thatthese ignorant soldiers intended 
to smother their victims, but did not 
understand the fitat prineiples of ven- 
tilation. I think our educational 
board ought to have some good archi- 
tect to fomiiti a aaodrt for oar adiool 
liouses, and then require all the houses 
to be built after that model. I have 
met with eavoral sohoolhooees with 
windows in the end. just facing the 
I children in ttieir seats, and have had 
j to diroet the teaehen to shade tboea 
windows to protect the children's eyes 
from tlie strong light in front of 
thorn. Wo caaaofe bo .too

the house should be so constructed 
that the air will be compelled to leave 
tlie room aaeoon aa it is discharged 
from the lungs of the children. 

I want to call the attention of these 
taadiOiB, and Uiroogb them, to the 
children under them, to the fact that 
nearly all the great diseases that 
afflict humanity are oatiaod ,by little 
things. The mosquitoes cause mala- 
rial troubles, the body louse is the sole 
eaoaeof tyi^de fovof, -tbb bad -bogs 
cause pellagra, the Rocky mountain 
tick causes the ^ocky mountain spot- 
ted fever, and^oommon hooao'lly is the 
cause of very many of the ills of life. 
Itisouiyafew years ago, that the 
people generally thought the common 
house fly was guilty of nothing except 
a general botheration, and it was very 
hard to induce anybody to Iwlieve that 
it was a carrier of disease. Not until 
the Spanish- American war did the 
people think seriously of the matter. 
But they bad been annoying the peo- 
ple ever since the time of Pharoah, at 
the time cf the exodus. Noah missed 
tbe chance of his life when he failed 
to swat the two flies placed under his 
cimrge in the ark. Many have been 
the devices for the killing of flies and 
driving them from our kitchens and 
dining rooms even before screens were 
invented. One woman I knew, , mix- 
ing business with pleasure before 
cooking stoves became common, had 
hung over the hearth where she did 
the Oooking, two boards fastened to- 
gether at thh top, hanging open at 
tiie bpttom, the boards baited lavishly 
w1th1ioney. "^9hefli«8 would gather 
in large numbers between the boards, 
and. the gc^ woman would suspend 
her cooking' long enough every few 
mlniites to clap the boards together, 
and kill what was cau|j;ht between the 
beards, and a goodly numMr' iof the 
bruised and bleeding ones would fall 
among the cooking vessels^ to ))e swept 
into the fi re. This plan df ' dlsposing^ 
of the flies, while not a coed appetiser, 
killed many of the pests. Then came 
thescreena which kept them from 
the inside of the houses, but did not 
stop the annoyance on the outside. 
Ottiy a yter or two ago, in thia insti- 
tute, a controversy arose between two 
members of the institute, Prog. Tur- 
ner and Prof. Dodloy, as totlia length 
of the life of the common house fly. 
Prof. Turner said that he had left a 
few fliea in his reoaa, doori and win- 
dows securely ftetaned. and on his rz- 
turn tyft<|W »tf ^» found them all 
deadoerpMe. ite thought the cause 
of death was want of ventilation, but 
Prof. Dudley said they had evidently 
died from okl ace. He had learned 
from woik on natural history that a 
fly never lived longer than two days. 
AbootrtMstimel had made me '^ 
of these modern fiy trapS; in which ! 
caught sometimes iO,000 of a day

No man should be permitted to cry 
oat for tmiversjil peace until his rec- 
ord has ';?'?n <^i?-rched for explosives, 
for no vesr^rl armed or laden with 
munitions of r.rr should be given a. 
^earance to sail for the port of Uni- 
yersal Peace. Let us by all means 
hare peace, bot peace, like charity, 
should begin at home.

The Farmers"" Educational and Co- 
Gi erative Union of America brings 
tiie question of organization squarely 
before every farmer In tibis nation. 
Without organization the farmers can 
neither help then: selves nor be helped 
by otiiers and through organization 
and systematic eftort all things are 
possible. 

The farmers of the United State.' 
contribute more and get less from 
government than any other class 
business. They have better securities 
and pay a higher rate of interest 
than any other line of Industry. They 
j market more products and have less 
I to say in fixing the price than any 
I other business and they get more 
j political biu^combe and less instruc- 
tive legislation tlian any" other class 
I of people. Th§ -farmers can only a6> 
quire such influence in busihefts, in 
government and in economics as will 
enable them to share equitably the 
fruits of their labor through organiza- 
tion and every farmer on American 
soil who desires to help himself and 
his fellow plowmen should rally 
around the UiBlon. 



When one class of people has any- 
thing to say, it has become largely 
tho eostom to make a political issue 
out of It tastead of a friendly discus- 
sion, to print it in a law book instead 
of a newspaper and to argue It be- 
fore a Jury instead of to settle it in 
the higher courts of Common Sense. 
As a result, political agitators, polit- 
ical lawyers, political preachers and 
masculine women are powerful in 
politics and dissension, selfishness. In- 
tolerance and hysterics run rampant 
in pnbBe 'affairs, for when th« low, 
damp, murky atmosphere of misun- 
derstanding envelops public thought 
it breeds political reptiles, vermin, 
bugs and lice which the pure air of 
truth and the sanshine ot anderstand* 
ing will choke to death.

N'o busi- 
ness can stand upon error and might 
rules — right or wrong. No industry 
can thrive vpon mtsaadantandlng, 
for public opinion is mora powerful 
than a King's sword. 

When prejudice, suspicion and 
class hatred prevail, power gravitates 
into the hands of the weak, for 
gogues thrive upon dissension 
statesmen sicken upon strife. 

The remedy lies in eliminating the 
mlddlenuui— the political gossip-t-and 
this resuH can be accomplished by 
the managers of business sitting 
around the table of industry and talk- 
ing it over with the people. Inter- 
change of informati;m between indus- 
tries and the people Is as necessary 
to success in business as Interchange 
In commodities, for the people can 
only rule when the public under- 
stands. Away with political interpret- 
ers who summon evil spirits from 
tl.'.lr prison cells and loose them to 
prey upon the welfare of the people 
in the name of 'Vy Coaatfy."

VL-F. C. Howe 

On The Advantages of Free Ports 

Mr. F. C. Howe, Federal Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, T^'ho is one of the best American authorities on 
mnrl?- ■ '•imerce, in discussing the relation of free 
ports I J 10 development of sea trade said In part: 

"Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way 
to avoid ports surrounded by a tariff wall. The only 
way, tlierefore, for a country uilh a tariff to compete 
in t'jp shipping world with a free trade c uniry is to 
FGtc'bii ;'! free ports at strategical points along its coast 
L:r.e. Geimr.ny has done so, and in a comparatively 
short period has built up a carryirz 'raclc which before 

the war was seriously threatening England's supremacy. 
Hamburg, one of the three German free ports, now ranks as the second 
greatest seaport in the world, its total foreign commerce in 1913 being only 
?6,0C<>.00£> under that of New York. 

The. free port would offer great opportunity for f nanc'al opor-t.'ons, r.~v,- 
mai'e ;xi;;i;Ie by the recent carroncy act. It wovi'l tuimulate iiucrnational 
banking, and would tend to shift tb'j financial ceutcr of tho v.oild to thij; 
country. And America, by the logic of events, has become tlic natural ce:;t r r 
for the world's financing, just as London became that center several centuiios 
ago, when it shifted from the cities of the Netherlands. But the financial 
center will only move to this country when it becomes a clearing house 
of gocfis as ^ ell as of mor.oy. For credit the world over is created by cur- 
rently cr. rued wealth in transit or change so that even our financial expansion 
Is dependent upon the opening up of American ports to tlie clearance of the 
wealth of tho world. A port shotdd not operate to yield a return on tbe in- 
vestment, but to develop the prosperity of the country." In recapitulatiag 
the advantages, Mr. Howe brings out the importance of the free port in de- 
veloping our shipping; and Unkiiig ns with South America, Asia and ACrica, 
and then concludes: 

"The most important gain is the direct gain to America. It will cheapen 
commodities by bringing great quantities of goods to our doors for importation 
or export, as trade needs detaand. It will stimulate the growth of exporting 
houses, which can hold gacSs for an indeSnite period without the payment of 
tariff dues (often equal to the cost of the article itself) for disposal to meet 
the trade demands of the whole world. It will upbuild international credit, 
and shift to America an incrwMdag sad nitfmately » predominant share in 
International exchange. 

Finally, America is the natural country to be the counter of the world. 
Its seacoasts face every other continent; it is the greatest of all reservoirs 
of raw materials and foodstuffs. In lr<m and steel and standardized produc- 
tion it is In a position to compete with the world. But intMnstiaoal trade 
(and this is always oyeilooked) must be redprocaL It-eannet be ime^lded. 
and credit balaaees oaimai for gay prolonged ptflod be paid in gold, 
can only be paid ^. gBffiMf ^ waatth."

f AgrtdiltiMril 

It la latsrsstiag to watch tha foresa 

of civilization battling for supremacy. 
The struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to 
be the liveliest contest of the Twen- 
tieth Century. 

The atnMls Is a silent oao aad 
there are no war eorreepondents to 
write vivid deseriptions of the con- 
flict but the results are more far- 
reaching to present snd future gen- 
eratlons than the war of Europe. 

The rubber tire has been maaeovei^ 
lug for point of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim- 
portant positions In traffic, but it has 
BOW pitched a decisive battle with 
Its Iron competitor by hurling a mil- 
lion "jitneys" at the street rallwaya 
and the battle ia raging from ocean 
to ocean. Upon the result of the 
struggle depends the fatore of the 
rabbsr tire. If It Is compelled to re- 
treat, its doom is sealed, but if it wins 
the battle it will revolutionize the 
transportation methods ot tUs nation. 

It the rubl>er tire conquers the 
street trafSc Its next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle between economic 
forces ever fought out on the fSee 
of this earth is on. for iron la the s»> 
-Ovoted master la traa^ortatloa, aad 
■»^ fortified behind billloaa oC^doOars. 
ii\d millions of men. 

Stephenson applied the steel tire 
to an iron raU In 1814. hot tt waa 18C9 
beftve the golden spike waa drlvaa 
at Promontory Point, which bound 
the country together with bands of 
steel. It took the iron tire fifty-five 
years to creep from ocean to ocean, 
but the rubber tire while warm from 
the creative mind of the Inventive 
genius sped across the continent like 
an arrow shot from the bow of Ulys- 
ses. The roadbed was already pre- 
pared and therein lies the power of 
the rubber tire over that of iron, for 
government builds and maintains the 
public highway. 

But iron ia a stubbwa asetal and 
it has mastered every wheel that 
tarns; has fought battles with every 
element above and beneath the earth 
and has never tasted the wormwood 
of defeat, and when rubber harls Its 
fun fnee against tUs monardi of 
the Mineral Kingdom, it may rebound 
to the factory stunned beyond recov- 
ery. 

The rubber tire first made Ita ap- 
ps ataa ee oa the Mcyde, hot tt proved 

a frivolous servant and was dismissed 
for incompetency. It has always been 
too much inclined to revel in luxury 
to be taken seriously as a utility ma- 
ehlne aad its rspotailoa la aat oas ts 
inspire confldeaeo ia ksavjr trsSe 
performance. 

But to those who care to waft into 
dreamland. It Is enchanting to note 
that there will ke a marveloaa tUUr- 
enea between a rubber and an Iron 
age. The rubber tire will scatter the 
cities throughout the valleys for with 
transportation at every man's door, 
why a city? It wlB travsrse the cmi- 
tlnent with a net work of Macadam 
highways as beautiful as the boule- 
vard built by Napoleon. It will par- 
alyze the law making bodies of this 
nation for how could the legislatorea 
raa wittoat tlia railroada to opssata 
on?
